The research department of 
the C.NJ.B. has adapted appli- 
ances and gadgets usually re- 
quiring sight so that they can 
be used by blind people. The 
needle threader that permits the 
blind housewife to thread her 
own needles, enables her to sew 
whenever she pleases, not mere- 
ly when a sighted person is near 
to thread the needle for hen 

The ordinary foot ruler, so 
handy in the cellar, used by most 
men a dozen times a week, would 
be denied to the blind were it 
not for C.N.LB. research. 
Braille markings were placed at 
the inch and half-inch intervals 
allowing the handyman to con- 
tinue his manual arts under the 
handicap of blindness. . 

These devices are simple 
to tell about, but they took keen 
concentration to develop and 
many frustrating mistakes be- 
fore they were truly practical. 

This type ol equipment is a 
wonderful help to the blind per-, 
son. To know that by using a 
special gadget he can do a piece 
of work as well as he eyer could 
is an encouragement in itself. 

When you contribute to C. N.

power when they are sick and in 
hospital. Maybe our policy has 
been wrong; maybe we should 
have raised our rates moire. 

"Of course I deny that the hos- 
pital is not managed properly," 
he continued. '"The doctors have? 
always had a representative on 
the board and as to" Mr* Arm- 
strong's charge that the board 
is a closed corporation, I certainly 
deny that. There have always. 
been published notices before 
every meeting. Books are audit- 
ed by the best accountants in 
Ontario. 

"We are doing everything we 
can to keep costs down but re- 
member that a hospital requires 
three shifts. A nurse can't work 
more than eight hours a day and 
for other members of the staff, 
we are in the labor market as 
much as anyone else." 

He pointed out that the hospi- 
tal costs tier patient day of over 
St* were average. Figures from 
other hospitals show that cost 
ranges from $8.75 per day up to 
SIT and SIS a day. The hospital 
for sick children, heavily endow* 
ed, has a patient day cost of $XQ 
or $17, Mr.. Stiver said. 

Reeve Ivan McMurchy of Vau- 
ghan township said ho thought 
that the day rate should be rais- 
ed for patients to offset the debt.

OBITUARIES 
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Free Methodists 
-the Free Methodist church, 
which occupies the most south- 
erly part of Belhaven, was mov- 
ed froffi" : Orman Wjlloughby's 
farm in 1928. This church was 
placed on skids, and an attempt 
was made to move it by use of 
teams; but was unsuccessful. 
Then by use of block and cable 
the church was brought through 
the fields to Lome Holborp/s. 
Across the road, down in front 
of Erwin Winch's house, behind 
Ralph WeddelTs barn, and be- 
hind the village to its present 
location. Neighbors and church 
members united to make this 
project successful. Free Me- 
thodism was introduced in the 
district by an evangelist. Miss 
Nancy Shantz, and carried on 
successfully by such families as 
the John Ryes, the Arnolds, the 
Travisses, the Arkseys, Wil- 

loughbys and Drapers. 
The parsonage was a driving 

house, purchased and moved 
from the farm where Ramsay 
Weddell now lives. It was re- 
modelled into the present par- 
sonage. 
The Public School 

One . of the most important 
things in a child's life is the 
school he attends, and Belhaven 
school has occupied an import- 
ant place. The first Belhaven 
school was located on Mr. 
Kydd's farm, west of the house 
then owned by John Morton. 
One of the first teachers was 
Miss Fischer, who later became 
Ivan Mann's step-mother. A 
new school was built where the 
present one now stands. It 
would be really interesting to 
hear what that old school could 
reveal if only it could talk. 

L would like to give a little 
history of Bethel church, be- 
cause it seems so closely related 
to Belhaven. At first it was an 
Episcopal Methodist, then a 
Wesleyan, and finally a Metho- 
dist church. The building had 
long wooden benches and the 
men sat on the left and the wo- 
men on the right. 

Mr. Simpson Horner, father of 
Thomas and Duke Horner, sat 
in the very front seat and start- 
ed the hymns by means of a 
tuning fork; as there was no or- 
gan. The season the founda- 
tion was put under the church 
was rainy. Ellis Shoppard held 
an umbrella over the masons 
and boarded them for nothing. 
Some of the pioneer supporters 
of that church were the Tomlin- 

sons, Sheppards, Huntleys, Hor- 
ncrs, Dafoes and Drapers. 
Telephone System 

The telephone system must not 
be overlooked. At one time in 
Sutton there were three switch- 
boards, one owned by the Bell 
Telephone company, a direct 
line to Toronto; Dr. Greenwood's 

switchboard with two lines, one 
to Pefferlaw, and one down the 
sixth to Ravenshoe; and the In- 
dependent line, which was own- 
ed by the subscribers and had 
six lines. It cost about $6.00 a 
year. If subscribers to the In- 
dependent line wished to make 
a long distance call, they had 
to pay the Bell Telephone Co. 
a rental. The first central was 
operated by Mrs. Cross. I^ater 
Duncan King and Dick Sturt- 
ridge bought the Independent 
line. About 1917 the Bell Tele- 
phone bought them out for 

$11,000.; 

Picnics were very popular in 
those days. The property just 
this side of Roche's Point was 
known as the Morton Park, and 
many were the picnics held 
there. Many an excursion was 
taken from Roche's Point and 
Jackson's Point by means of an 
old steamboat called Emily May. 
These boats were the only means 
of getting freight to Beaverton, 
Sutton, and Roche's Point. The 
goods would go by train to 
Belle Ewart, then were ferried 
across the lake to various points. 

The first mail route was driv- 
en by horse from Newmarket to 
Beaverton by Harry Sennett. He 
lived in the house now occu- 
pied by Mrs. O. Smith, and 
would change horses there. 



Pioneer Life 

I would like to relate a few 
things just to illustrate what 
pioneering really was. When 
Mr. Thomas Huntley married, 
the baseline was only a trail. If 
people wished tb go to Sutton, 
they came down the sixth and 

in by the catering road. 

When Harry Ardill's ... father 
settled on the baseline in 1848, 
the closest school was Belhaven. 
When Richard Sheppard set- 
tled over on the place where 
John Thompson lives, there 
were no roads, schools, churches, 
or other elements of civilization. 

"When Tommy Glover came to 
Canada and settled in 1845 near 
Ravenshoe, the roads were cow- 
paths, and the nearest mill was 
at Newmarket. 

In closing I shall include a few 
facts which have been handed 
down from generation to gen- 
eration. In Mr. Bernard Hunt- 
ley's possession is the old Crown 
Deed of his farm, written on 
sheepskin parchment in 1804, in 
pounds, shillings and pence. 

Mrs. Carl Morton has in her 
possession a tea set 150 years 
old, complete except for oru* 
cup and saucer. Mr. Elijah 
Prosser, Cecil Prosser's grand- 
father, had the first binder. The 
author's grandfather, Joseph 
Davidson, built the first barn 
with a stone foundation in North 
Gwillimbury, some 70 years 
ago. 

The Ben Johnston house on 
the fourth was the first two- 
storey building in this district. 

Mr. Hill drove the first car 

from Toronto to Roche's Point. 
John Johnston, one of the first 
to have a car in these parts, 
purchased it for $600. 

Mr, and Mrs. Jos. Davidson 
drove from Belhaven to Jersey 
with the horse and buggy for 
their wedding trip and stayed 
at the old hotel there. 

Mr. Duncan King, who lived 
where Wm. Anderson now lives, 
had the first electric lighting 
plant. He installed a Delco sys- 
tem.

Present 
were Sheldon <f Try over there, 
boys" Walker, Bill "Leaky 
Boots" Bales, Allan ^Cigars" 
Balsdon, Harry "Didja hear 
this one" Walker and John 
-'Pencils" Meyer, recording se- 
cretary. 

The occasion was the annual 
smelt run along the Georgian 
Bay shore and the date was set 
uiifir $onie considerable-- con- 
sultation with the Fisherman's 
Guide and Moon and Tide 
Tables. 

The meeting got underway 
with a motion moved by Walk- 
er and seconded by Walker 
that the society dip its nets in 
a little known cove at Vic- 
toria Harbor where it was said 
the smelts were so eager to be 
caught that they were piled up 
in layers on the beach. But 
when the society reached the 
little known cove, the traffic 
was so thick the Provincials 
were out in their waders. Also 
the smelt for some unknown 
reason had decided not to wait 
and had gone away somewhere. 

Your scribe did, however, 
manage to snare one smelt and 
with it safely tucked away in 
a bushel basket, safe although 
lonely, the society adjourned to 
the Sturgeon River where re- 
freshments were served but 
still no smelt were found.

methods and greater control over has product. The 
biggest fault of group marketing schemes, whether for 
eggs, milk or hogs, is the compulsion inherent in them. 
But as imperfect as they may be, such schemes repre- 
sent the only way so far advanced by which the producer 
can improve marketing conditions. 

It is possible that the full significance of the poultry 
marketing organization escaped the producers. An 
effort was made to reach all producers through group 
meetings under the sponsorship of the Federation of 
Agriculture, through press statements and advertise- 
ments. But as is the case in most such efforts, the mis- 
sionary work evolved upon the. shoulders of a few and 
they simply couldn't reach the many. We think, too, 
that there was a good deal of misunderstanding about 
the organization; all of these could have contributed to 
the light vote. 

But while they may have caused a light vole, they 
do not excuse it. If the poultry business is in such 
parlous straits as the figures would indicate, there is 
no excuse for any poultry raiser not to have made the 
effort to acquaint himself with the issues involved in 
the vote. Ho \yas offered a proposition which could 
have helped him. if he chooses now to ignore it," he 
has little excuse indeed for wanting assistance six 
months from now should the poultry business really 
break down. 



CHANGE IN ROLES 






The farmers have loiig suspected thai their political 
influence was slowly waning. At one time, their num- 
bers were sufficiently large that a politician thought 
twice before lie .made a move that might displease the 
farm population. Nowadays, there is no second think- 
ing— of any sort, political or rational. The politicians 
just go ahead in the direction which pleases the most 
with results like the recent milk fiasco in Toronto. 

But if there was any doubt about where the fanner 
stands, that doubt is dispelled by the census figures 
which show that in the last 50 years or so, the ratio 
or rural dwellers to urban dwellers has just about re- 
versed itself. A half a century ago, the farmer led over 
the city man by six to four. Today, it's the city man 
over the farmer by the same number. 

.. There, are .several reasons for the change, none of 
ihem particularly happy. The growth of industry with 
its comparatively lielter working conditions is a major 
cause. There are other reasons but they pale before 
the appetite of the cities for foot-loose farm folk, or 
those who aro just plain discouraged with dawn to du.sk 

labor at u pauper's payment. 
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Now that "things in the air" (apart from jet 
planes showing vapor trails) have been reported in 
Canada with reasonably reliable veracity, Canadians 
are generally prepared to concede that there is some 
thing to it, that there just might be visitations from 
space. The government is presumed to know a good 
deal more than it is telling and so is now coming under 
fire for riot issuing news releases and generally letting 
the public in on the secret. 

After witnessing the mass excitement over the 
apjwarance south of Newmarket of a jet plane vapor 
trail oil Monday, we are inclined to think it would be 
better for the government, if indeed it does know any- 
thing about flying saucers, little men from Mars, and 
like phenomena, to continue to keep its mouth shut. 

It goes against the grain for a newspaper editor to 
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advise silence but if a vapor trail can throw otherwise 
normal individuals into a tizzy, there would be no tell- 
ing *rhat might happen if the government were to an- 
nounce that flying saucers are real and might be drop- 
ping around any day now for a visit, or to warn the 
citizenry to look twice, that may not be a fire-plug after 
all. It could be a man from Mars. 
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Comparisons which have been made between Totv 
onto's tax rate of 41*8 mills and Newmarket's rate of 
61 mills are misleading. The mill rate means nothing, 
for purposes of comparison, unless the basis of assess- 
ment is also given. Newmarket, for example, assesses 
at only 50 percent of the value of a house, arid full value 
of property. Toronto assesses a much higher proportion 
of the value of a house. 

There is another form of comparison which is far 
more acceptable, the cost. per capita of municipal opera- 
tions. In Toronto, the current cost is §89.69. In New- 
market, the cost is around ?52 per capita even though 
the Newmarket mill rate is almost 20 mills higher. 

These figures expose another common fallacy, that 
the larger a municipality, the cheaper its operation. 
This belief is a product of the age of mass production 
which has demonstrated that the more units produced, 
the less the cost per unit. But while this may hold true 
for refrigerators and cars, it does not apply to munici- 
pal operations. The bigger the city, the more it costs 
each taxpayer. That fact is sufficient argument against 
encouraging growth of citie; 
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ENCROACHING AUTHORITY 

In 1939, municipalities used to collect 30 cents of 
every tax dollar, the province 22 cents and the federal 
government 48 cents. Today, the municipalities collect 
13 cents, the provinces 20 cents, and the federal gov- 
ernment 67 cents. These figures represent a trend 
towards the centralization of government which is 
raising hob with our practice of self-government. 

The increase in the federal government's share of 
the tax dollar is understandable with the growth of 
defence, subsidies, and welfare spending. The drop 
in the provincial portion of the tax dollar, in Ontario 
at least, is more limn compensated for the increase in 
the number of tax dollars. It is the municipalities 
which are most seriously hurt. They are collecting 
more money than ever before but their requirements, 
are exceeding their income to such a degree that with* 
out provincial aid, they'd founder. 

In Newmarket, for example despite a record mill 
rate the province paid last year something, like ten 
percent of the general taxes in tlie fonii of grants to 
various departments almost 25 percent of the public 
school costs, and over 55 percent of Hhe high school 
costs, tn 1951, the province paid out ?86 millions in 
the form of grants to municipalities, and in 1952, paid 
out $99 millions. The current budget allows for muni- 
cipal grants of ?118 millions. 

As necessary and as welcome as these payments 
are, it is a bad business for the municipalities to be 
placed in the position where they are so; dependent upon 
provincial help. The province* is obligated to. .retain 
some sort of control over the money given inunicipal it ies 
but in the process, it has encroached upon lite authority 
of the municipal governments to such a degree tluit 
they no ^longer 'apeak of their own mil uls. -,■_-. 

This is the ...crtix of the matter. The nutepeiulence 
of local governments. was a valued asset which con- 
1 1 ibutcd much towards making them '" £he most effective 
form of self government which we possess.. In truth, 
the local government i> the corner-stone of democratic 
process. But with the weight of the province ever upon 
them, these local governments are losing tlie self-asser- 
tion and common sense which makes them so different 
from the larger and more complex provincial and 
federal governments. " 

Some form of lax reform is needed before local 
governments are erased completely. It would be, we 
imagine, a federal and provincial undertaking. And 
it would bo a complex undertaking. But some measure 
must l>6 taken to provide taxing powers for each level 
of government which will give them the funds they 
need within their own jurisdiction without aid from 
outside. The sooner the -reform is undertaken, the 
better. The alternative is the loss of local self govern- 
ment and in its place, the centralized authority of the 

civil servant, 
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As reports came in last week 
of 16 little men being found, 
unofficially, when they crash- 
ed In a flying saucer type air- 
ship in the southern States, 
Slim Bliggens,in the Interests 
of science, decided to go down 
and see for himself.

by "Dairy Farmer" 
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If we ask a farmer when he 
thinks seeding should be done, 
he will tell you, that as long 
as it is done in the first 10 
days of May, he is happy. He 
will even tell you in the winter- 
time, that he isn't in any hurry 
and that he doesn't like to sow 
early. Hut when the warm 
weather explodes the way it 
did the last few days, all this 
philosophy is forgotten and 
there are only two kinds of 
farmers, those whose laud is 
fit to work and those whose 
land is late and wet. 

We often wonder what the 
value of early seeding is, or to 
put it in another way, what the 
penalty of late seeding would 
be. - We have seen crops early 
that sort of stood there without 
growing while late seeding 
shot ahead of them. We have 
also seen early sown grain that 
came and stayed ahead the late 
grain all the way. 

Rightly or wrongly, we think 
tliat^ the greatest value hi the 
early seeding is the three weeks 
extra time that we have in the 
spring. There are a whole lot 
of little things we should do 
in the spring and some of them 
are forgotten if we have a 
backward spring. There is no- 
thing more frustrating than to 
watch day after day the grass 
getting green and lush and 
.while too; much rain is holding 

us off. the laud. 

So along with the rest of 
them, we gravely listen while 
some friend or neighbor holds 
forth about not wanting to 
sow too early and condemning 
early excitement, and then go 
home and try. to work as much 
land as we can and as fast as 
we can. 

There is one point which 
we will concede to the group 
that favors later seeding. And 
that is they are able to do their 
job more efficiently. There 
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aren't the wet corners and spots 
to go around as in case of 
early seeding. ; 

- One of the greatest advaa- =;i 
tages of grassland farming is 
that the spring seeding is much . 
smaller than it used to be. ■ 
Years ago, it wasn't uncommon 

to have TO acres of spring 
seeding on a well cleared 100 
acres. With the advent o$;/ 
smut* free fall wheat and added... | 
emphasis on pastures and per> 
mauent pastures, there isn'fe ".* 
very much spring seeding left.-.;: 
Neither is there too much 
spring grain. But one figures- "*: 
first of all, that the smaller 
acreage we have will produce - 
more per acre and secondly 
that it is more profitable tb_ ; 
grow a good crop of wheat and . 
buy oats.

The outstanding fact is 
this all-pervading restlessness 
that comes with spring and the 
warmer weather. Fortunately 
we have a remedy for it and 
that is to get out and work on 
the land. We watched a man 
yesterday out in his new hay- 
field, picking stones. It x *as a 
new field because the ..uMjle 
was still quite tall and thick, 
but one could see the healthy 
green patches coming through 
it. It was a nice looking field. 
litis man jgras picking stones 

in a pail and putting them on 
his waggon, which was drawn 
by a good fat team of horses. 

We are willing to bet that 

this was the first hue the team 
did anyhing but haul manure 
for a long time. The farmer 
and his team, in the spring, 
both proud and happy in a new 
field— it was a pretty sight on 
that sunny afternoon. It rep- 
resented the hope or things to 
come and the resul of last 
year's labor.

This column is a composite - a voice 
crying la the wilderness, and a man en- 
gaged In the futile process of locking the 
stable after the horse has departed. Bat 
wilderness or not, this voice is still in favor 
of the Grey Clip final being played as a 

home-and-home series, between the eastern and western foot- 
ball winners. Pretty nearly everybody else has declared to 
the contrary, including the Canadian Rugby Union itself, 
but we still claim the right to speak our piece on behalf of 
fans, east and west, because we happen to think that under 
the present one-game final, the fans don't get a fair break* 

We grant freely that the one-game football final in Toronto 
is the greatest sports show Canada produces, and that Varsity 
Stadium at Toronto with its tarpaulin-covered field is better 
fitted than any other one place in the Dominion for such 
an event. On the drama of a one-game final, and on the 
setting and equipment, there's not the slightest argument. 

But the world's baseball series and the Stanley Cup series 
are reasonably dramatic events too. Yet they are not settled 
in one game, in a city which may be a neutral battle-ground, 
many miles from the home-sites of the contending teams. 
The folks who made possible, by their seasonal box-office 
contributions, the very existence of the winning teams in 
the American and National b;*-eball leagues, and in the 
National Hockey League, get a chance to see their beloved 
heroes in the final classic, and that's more than you can say, 
as a general rule, of the Canadian football final. And we 
happen to think this isn't fair to the fans who have supported 
the winning teams. 

To this radical observer, the one-game set-up is the height 
of frustration for fandom in the home cities of the winning 
teams, something akin to throwing the audience out of a 
theatre just as the dramatic finale of a gripping thriller is 
about to begin. 

Perhaps we're wrong. We're merely offering the opinion 
that the Grey Cup could follow, in lesser fashion, the pat- 
tern of the world's baseball series or Stanley Sup series, and . 
be settled by home-and-home games, one in each of the 
cities whose team won the title. We believe the fans in 
Ottawa, Montreal and Hamilton would like to see the team 
they made possible playing for the top honors. So would 
fans in Winnipeg, Edmonton, Reglna and Calgary who, under 
present plans, can't get a peek at the play, at all, at least 
not until television comes in. 

While we're in a mood which is not one of sweet reason- 
ableness, we might as well disagree, too, with the hoist to 
eight imported players per team, as against seven. This, we 
believe, furnishes double discouragement for Canadian athletes 
seeking a football career. Eight imports minimize their 
chances of making any of the major teams, and the salaries 
necessary to lure American players here leave little money, 
comparatively, for Canadian athletes, thus obscured in their 
own game. 

We believe the C.R.U., as an economic measure to protect 
clubs which are spending too much money on imports as it 
is, should have reduced the number of imports. But, after 
all, we're merely a voice crying in the wilderness.

Permits Committee 

Councillor Tucker reminded 
council that no action had been 
taken on his suggestion made at 
an earlier meeting that a coun- 
cil member of the Planning 
board be added to the building 
permits committee.
